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DSU election 
process being 
questioned

With the Disabled Student Union Spring Elections set 
to begin May 1, some members are questions the 
fairness of the process. 

Warren Cushman, a candidate for director of activi- 
ties and Mikey Jones, acandidate for president, said they 


believe the upcoming DSU elections aren’t on the level. . 


Both candidates said they feel the elections need to be 
monitored closely. Cushman said the elections weren’t 
announced far enough in advance for some disabled 
students that require para-transit. He also raised con- 
cerns over the election process itself. 

“The election has to be open and fair,” Cushman said. 

Cushman and Jones said, they thought initially that 
changes in eligibility requirements in the DSU Constitu- 
tion would exclude them from running. But the changes, 
approved by the DSU board, only require “a plurality 
vote by the membership.” 

Darla Hudson, president of the DSU, said she has 
dealt with several of the issues Cushman and Jones have 
talked about. She said information packets are in the 
mail to the 39 members of the DSU. 

Hudson said.she is attempting to reach out to the 
disabled. population and recruit new membership for

DSU through the mailers. 


Hudson has implemented an absentee-ballot system 
for disabled students that miss the chance to vote. She 
said she believes this should ease the advance-notice

This fall the School of Engineer- 
: ing and Computer Science will not 
only be welcoming new students 
into the program, they will also be 
accepting aselect group of 20 fresh- 
men who make up the Grad 2000 
program. 

The Grad 2000 program was cre- 
ated by Ron Becker, a professor of 
computer engineering. Becker 
started developing Grad 2000 in 
August, 1995. Within six months 
the program was fully developed 
and funded. 

Intel and Hewlett-Packard are 
the two program sponsors. Intel 
sponsors 16 students and Hewlett- 
Packard sponsors six (Two students 
are still undecided on the offer). HP 
has supported Sacramento State by 
donating computer equipment over 
the past 15 years. 

The 20 freshmen who make up 
the Grad 2000 program will be

awarded full tuition scholarships for 
their first two years, $300 in book fees 
and summer jobs with Intel and 
Hewlett-Packard, which pay $6,000 
per summer. The scholarship packages 
are valued at $35,000 each. 

These benefits do come with some 
trade-offs. The students are notallowed 
to get jobs during school. Becker saida 
job would take away from student stud- 
ies. All20 students are expected to post 
a 3.5 GPA or above throughout their 
college career. 

Becker said he feels confident the 
students will graduate in four years 
because they are starting ahead of the 
average engineering freshman. . The 
qualifications for entering the program 
are a high school GPA of 3.5 overall, 
calculus 1, chemistry 1A and a com- 
puter advanced placement program- 
ming course. 

For Becker the primary qualifica- 
tion was CSUS as their first college 
choice. To make a point to the 39 
program applicants, Becker wrote the 


students that “if any of you are enter- 
taining thoughts about going to UC 
Davis, Cal Poly, or maybe a ‘party 
school,’ then I think Grad 2000 is not 
for you.” 

The thrust behind this program is 
to bring respect to the CSUS School 
of Engineering and Computer Sci- 
ence from the local community. 
Becker said he feels it is important 
that local families know Sacramento 
State provides a quality education 
that yields quality careers, © 

Overall, Becker feels this program 
is a “win-win-win situation.” 

Students win with a quality edu- 
cation and an introduction into a ca- 
reer. Intel and Hewlett-Packard win 
because they are assured quality 
employees, who have experience. 
Sacramento State wins respect and 
recognition from the community that 
it already had from the industry.

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New CSU 
to be built 


in Ventura

The California State University will begin bulldozing a 
260-acre lemon grove ia Ventura county “within five years” 
to make way for its 22nd campus, according to J. Handel 
Evans, acting president of the CSU Ventura Campus Project. 
The California Postsecondary Education Commission esti- 
mates the new school will cost $700 million. 

CSU officials have been planning a new campus for 
several years. They purchased the Ventura site on unincor- 
porated land between Oxnard and Camarillo one year ago. 

“Realistically, I’m looking at four or five years” before 
construction begins, Evans said. He declined to speculate on 
a completion date because progress depends on future 
financing sources. 

To pay for current planning, Evans and CSU officials are 
using $1 million in funds from Prop. 203—the $3 billion 
school bond act approved by California voters March 26— 
plus $250,000 in CSU money. 

Curriculum, athletics and activity issues have not been 
discussed, Evans said. University trustees will officially 
name the school in July . 

Ventura County’s size— and the absence of a four-year 
university—makes it “the most obvious” area for a new 
campus, said CSU spokeswoman Colleen Bentley-Adiler. 
The town of Ventura currently houses the off-campus center

of CSU Northridge. The center will expand pending the 
opening of the new campus.

The years of living dangerously 


Biology professor recalls experiences in Nigeria; life of adventure

Unaware the act was cause for 
arrest, Sacramento State Professor 
Lige Christian shot pictures of a 
burned-out section of a Nigerian 
city after a riot erupted. He was 
detained by police until they confis- 
cated his film. Though the.act hap- 
pened nearly 30 years ago, it has 
been one of his most memorable 
experiences. 

Christian, 59, a licensed veteri- 
narian, began teaching biology at 
Sacramento State in. 1965. In 1968, 
he took a three-year leave of ab- 
sence from the university to help set 
up a medical school for the Univer- 
sity of Nigeria. 

Christian was in the midst of 
Nigeria’s civil war, though he and 


his family livedin the village of Samaru, 
some 350-400 miles from danger. 
Christian, his wife Kay, and their three 
children resided in a house provided by 
the University of Nigeria. 

While in Nigeria, Christian contin- 
ued his research on his specialty— 
cardiac electrical activity. One time he 
needed a crocodile, so he spread the 
word around. He was surprised when 
two men soon drove up on a motor 
scooter holding the animal between 
them. They had restrained the 
crocodile’s snout and tail to prevent it 
from biting or lashing out at them. 

Inacountry where over 60 different 
languages are spoken, Christian was | 
able to learn Hausa, the predominant 
language. 

During their stay in Nigeria, 
Christian’s family ate foods like 
FuFu, a potato-like vegetable that 


resembles a tree root. 

Besides Nigeria, Christian spent a 
year living in Holland while working 
in the surgery department at a veteri- 
narian school. 

By traveling and simply being in- 
terested in cultures, Christian has picked 
up on several languages. 

“Language wise, I’m a jack-of-all- 
trades, a master of none,” he said. 

Christian encourages students to 
travel the globe. He has worked in 
conjunction with the university’s In- 
ternational Programs office, helping to 
promote faculty and student interna- 
tional exchanges. He said traveling is a 
great way to learn about cultures, and 
that in many countries it is common 
and often necessary to know several 
languages. 

“Living overseas was a good expe- 
rience for me,” Christian said. “My 


kids. were able to be exposed to other 
languages.” His daughter, forexample, 
speaks five languages. 

Christian met his wife, also a veteri- 
narian, in a German language class 
while attending the University of Wash- 
ington. “I remember thinking she had 
the most beautiful hair,” he said. 

Since she was doing well in the 
class, Christian approached her with 
the line, “I understand your parents are 
German.” Because they were German, 
she thought he was funny. 

Christian plans on teaching for a few 
more years—unless he wins the lottery, 
then he said he would leave tomorrow. 
He and his wife own a farm in Washing- 
ton, whichhe flies home toevery 10 days. 
He has almost earned enough frequent 
flyer miles for a free trip to New Zealand, 
his next vacation destination. 

In the meantime, Christian lives in

Campaign finance reform is a hot 


-issue, with lots of ideas being tossed 


around to solve the problems arising 
from abuse and misuse of campaign 
funds. Term limits were offered as a 
way. to limit the power of money over 
legislators, but it hasn’t worked. Un- 
fortunately, politicians have just learned. 
how to raise money faster. 

There’s always the threat of jail, but 


. mostly that’signored by dollar-minded 


legislators who need to be able to fund 
their often expensive campaigns. Those 
guilty of illegally giving too much 
money deserve to be punished just as 
harshly as those greedy enough to take 
it. 

But the usual measures fall short in 
this case. Something else is needed, 
because the punishment should fit the 
crime. And, since two parties are at 
fault, each can be disciplined in a dif- 
ferent manner. For the politicians, the 
sentence will be five hours of manda- 
tory community service for every ille- 
gal dollar they take or misappropriate. 
The judge in the case will decide where 
the guilty legislator will donate his 
time, based on the politician’s areas of 
expertise and which county suffers from 
the most budget problems. But, the 
location must be one of the various 
relief agencies of the county that serve 
the poor, homeless, or mentally im- 
paired. 

This does two things: puts help 
where its reallyneeded, in the trenches, 


and introduces thé politician to'a wide » 
variety of people thathe or she wouldn’t’ * 


ordinarily have the chance to meet. 
Getting to know different types of 
people builds character, and helps a 
person see things from a different point 
of view. Some of these agencies need 
all of the help they can get since their 
budgets usually are the shoestring vari- 
ety, and probably would welcome the 
guilty politician with open arms. 

For those guilty of attempting to get 
around the campaign finance laws, the 
punishmentshould consist of aslightly 
different type of community service. 
As with the guilty politician, the ser- 
vice must be done in the same type of 
agency. And, the agencies that. are 
most financially troubled will be where 
the offenders are assigned. Because 
the guilty donators are so clever at 
finding ways to get money to who they 
want, this talent of theirs needs to be 
utilized within the context of their pun- 
ishment. 

They will be made to raise, for the 
agency they’re assigned to, $10 for 
every $1 that was illegally contributed 
or funneled to the politician, In this 
way, agencies that continually struggle 
with money shortages will get a shot in 
the arm. They’ll enjoy the energies of 
skilled fundraisers who know how to 
extract cash from people. Plus, the 
agencies will gain valuable assistance 


in organizing a plan, complete with. 


strategies and target markets, to be able 
to raise money for themselves in the 
future. This helps take the pressure off 
local economies who won’t have to 
support such agencies as much. And, 
since the offender’s sentence isn’t a 
particular time frame, the better he or 
she performs the quicker the sentence 
is finished. 

In the end, such punishment struc- 


tures could very well enhance the ser-. 
vices such agencies provide to. their* 


clients. By having more money and 
getting free advice from private sector 
know-how, the agencies will have the 
chance to improve. In turn, the clients 
themselves would enjoy abetterchance 
of success at becoming functioning, 
healthy, and productive people.

Lottery not so lucky for California 


State auditor slams lottery commission for administrative waste

The administrative costs of run- 
ning the California Lottery are higher 
than those in 11 other large states, 
according to an audit released last 
week by State Controller Kathleen 
Connell. 

“California residents are not get- 
ting the return that they should ex- 
pect from the lottery...We feel that 
California cannot continue to have 
high administrative costs when the 
stakes of this game are children in the 
classrooms,” Connell said in the San 
Francisco Chronicle. ‘ 

In 1994-95, administrative costs 
ate'up 15.5 percent of gross lottery 
sales in California while such costs 
in 11 other states varied from eight 
percent to 13 percent. Texas, Florida, 


New York and Georgia were some of 
the states compared to California. In 
New York, the lottery brings in $ 1.1 
billion in annual revenues from daily 
games— 17 times California’s total, 
and yet spends just 10 percent on 
administrative costs. 

Marketing director for the Cali- 
fornia Lottery, Denise Kimes, said 
the agency welcomes the audit but 
called it “cursory.” Other lottery of- 
ficials challenged the report as un- 
fair, saying it compared California to 
differing states and used improper 
measuring techniques. 

“Across the country, the various 
states vary widely in terms of games, 
playership, geographical dispersion 
and (advertising) cost,” said lottery 
spokeswoman Norma Minas. “An 
accurate analysis of administrative 
costs between the various lotteries 


should have addressed the impact of © 


those differences,” according to a 
recent Sacramento Bee article. 

In virtually every spending cat- 
egory, the report said, California sur- 
passes other states. The advertising 
costs in California are 1.7 per- 
cent of the total $2.1 billion in 
gross sales—this percentage was 
40 percent higher than other states 
involved in the study. 

Connell said that California is the 
only state that does not allow the 
Legislature to review the lottery bud- 
get. The Lottery has previously come 
under attack for waste. A recent re- 
port concluded that the state lost 
millions of dollars because of a 
bungled computer contract. It noted 
that the Lottery did not have to abide 
by contracting rules governing other 
state agencies. 


Welfare reform clears first Assembly 
hurdle, faces more walls in Senate

Ten bills designed to reform 
California’s welfare system passed the 


Assembly Health and Human Services 


Committee Tuesday. The bills, which 
comprise a sweeping welfare reform 
package proposed by Gov. Pete Wil- 
son, have moved on to the Assembly 
Appropriations Committee, where it is 
expected to move easily to the Assem- 
bly floor. 

The cornerstone bill of the package, 
Assembly Bill 3140, would establish 
flat grants with no increases for larger 
families, and limit the time a family 
may stay on welfare. The bill’s author, 
Assemblyman Tom Bordonaro, R-Paso- 
Robles} saidhe believes that the reform 
plan is a comprehensive way of reduc- 
ing the costs of the system to the tax- 


" payer but still benefits those who need 


aid. 
“Our goal is to design.a welfare 
program that helps the poor on their 





feet. Our bills will help do that,” 
Bordonaro said in a press release. 
Other bills in the package reflect 
different aspects of the welfare over- 
haul conceived by Wilson. Assembly

Bill 2034, written, by;Assemblyman.:; 
Peter’ Frusetta, R-Tres ‘Pinids; would” 
keep ‘a person deemed physically able 
to work from receiving Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children (AFDC) for 
more than two years. Assembly Bill 
2358 by Assemblyman George House, 
R-Hughson, would impose a lifetime 


ban on any person who commits wel- 
fare fraud to receive Social Security, 
AFDC, food stamps, or other forms of 
assistance. 

Perhaps the greatest challenge to 
the welfare reform plan will come in 
the Democrat-controlled State Senate, 
where the GOP-authored bills may not 
pass without revision. Sen. Diane 
Watson, D-Los Angeles, chair of the 
Senate’s Health and Human Services 
Committee, said that she believes that 
the bills will face tight scrutiny in the 
Senate, despite public support for the 
idea welfare reform. 

“The public wants welfare reform 
but does not want children to fall 
through the safety net,’ Watson told 
he Los: Angeles Times. 


“Republicans ‘countered that their 
‘proposal is necessary to save the state 


from financial disaster. 

“Welfare spending has been spin- 
ning out of control for 30 years and 
fueling a social catastrophe at taxpayer 
expense,” Bordonaro said. 


Democrats have a chance if elections 
were today, RNC chairman concedes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Demo- 
crats would have a chance to capture 
both houses of Congress if elections 
were held today, Republican National 
Committee Chairman Haley Barbour 
said Sunday. 

Barbour, speaking on CNN’s “Late 
Edition,” was quick to add that by 
November Republicans will be ready 
toincrease their majorities in the House 
and Senate. But his comments under- 
scored widespread concern among the 
GOP ranks about Sen. Bob Dole’s 
chances of unseating President Clinton 
in November and possible fallout 
among other Republican candidates. 

“The Democrats are not killing us 
today, we are killing ourselves by a 
lack of enthusiasm,” Republican strat- 
egist Ed Rollins said Sunday on CBS’ 
“Face the Nation.” 

Barbour also predicted that Dole 
would have a 50-50 chance of winning 
in’ November, although he acknowl- 
edged that “today, clearly Clinton’s 
ahead.” 

Sen. Christopher Dodd, D-Conn., 
the Democratic National Committee’s 
general chairman, said on the same 
program that Democrats have a 50-50 
chance of taking control of both houses. 


The Republicans now have a 236-196 
advantage in the House, with two va- 
cancies and one Democratic-support- 
ing. independent. The GOP margin in 
the Senate is 53-47. 

On the Democrats’ chances of re- 
capturing the congressional majori- 
ties the party lost in 1994, Barbour 
said: “I think Chris is right, the Demo- 
crats today in a snap election would 
have achance. Idon’t think they would 
prevail, but they would havea chance.” 

Republicans continued to put part 
of the blame for what House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich called the “funk” in the 
party on the so-far lackluster perfor- 
mance of their all-but-certain nominee, 
Dole. 

“Some Republicans are frustrated 
and they’re thinking Senator Dole 
should be doing a better job of articu- 
lating the message,” House Budget 
Committee Chairman Rep. John 
Kasich,; R-Ohio, said on Fox TV’s 
“News Sunday.” 

Republican lawmakers talking to 
their constituents are finding “tremen- 
dous amounts of pessimism about the 
prospects for Senator Dole,” conserva- 
tive commentator Bob: Novak, who 
predicted in a recent column that Re- 


publicans could lose Congress because 
of a Dole defeat, said on CBS. 

Pat Buchanan’s presidential cam- 
paign manager, his sister Bay 
Buchanan, said on the same program 
that Buchanan would be prepared to 
mount a third-party campaign if Dole 
does not reach out to the conservative 
Republicans who supported Buchanan 
ifi the primaries. 

There must be “a voice for the voice- 
less, and if it has to be Pat I think he’d 
be prepared to ae forward to do that,” 
she said. 

Buchanan does not want to contrib- 
ute to a Clinton victory, she said, but 
“unless Bob Dole can present some- 
thing to those people who were ener- 
gized by the Buchanan campaign ... 
there’s no way he can win in the gen- 
eral election.” 

Dole was defended on the program 
by Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., who 
said the Senate majority leader is tak- 
ing the right course in staying in Wash- 
ington to promote the Republican leg- 
islative agenda and waiting until after 
Labor Day, after the presidential con- 
ventions and when the nation’s atten- 
tion is finally turned to the election, to 
go on the campaign trail. 


Retired Supreme Court justice criticizes 
death penalty in 90th birthday speech 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Retired 
Justice William J. Brennan marked 
his 90th birthday living up to his 
reputation as the Supreme Court’s 
liberal lion, calling the death penalty 
“a barbaric and inhuman punishment 
that violates our Constitution.” 

He: wrote the words, but the voice 
-was that of his son, Bill, reading 


Brennan’s speech as the frail former 
justice sat smiling in his wheelchair 
during the birthday party about 100 
friends and colleagues threw at the 
nation’s highest court Saturday. 
Brennan turned 90 last Thursday, 
and was compared to a famous pre- 
decessor, Oliver Wendell Holmes Jr., 
who also reached that milestone. 


“Like Justice Holmes before him, 
Justice Brennan has*become a na- 
tional tréasure in his own lifetime,” 
said Washington attorney Daniel 
Rezneck, one of Brennan’s first law 
clerks.

But the department said Friday 
that no criminal charges would be 
filed based on a review of trash and 
office materials that were seized 
from a city garbage truck. The ma- 
terials had been discarded from the 
Assembly Office of Democratic 
Services. 

Assemblyman Larry Bowler, R- 
Elk Grove, led the Republicans’ 
call for an inquiry, and Bowler 
himself had gone to the trash bin, 
parked south of the Capitol, to de- 
clare it contained evidence of a po- 
litical scandal. 





Agents from Attorney General 
Dan Lungren’s bureau of investiga- 
tion, however, did not find “any 
evidence” that state records or prop- 
erty had been improperly destroyed 
or discarded, the department said in 
a statement. 

“While certain documents were 
identified as ‘political’ in nature, 
extensive interviews ... failed to es- 
tablish that employees of the Office 
of Democratic services were en- 
gaged in’criminal wrongdoing by 
using state time, resources or equip- 
ment for non-governmental pur- 
poses,” the department said. 

“Additionally, agents were un- 
able to establish that any of the 
materials found in the trash were 
created on state time, by state em- 
ployees, using state resources.” 

Assembly Democratic Leader 
Richard Katz, of Panorama City, 
applauded Lungren, a Republican, 
“for his evenhanded treatment” of 
the investigation. 

“We’ ve said from the beginning 
that this was garbage, it was always 
garbage,” Katz said.

RIVERSIDE (AP) — Developers 
have filed two lawsuits to block a long- 
awaited plan to preserve 43,000 acres 
in. Riverside County for the endan- 
gered Stephens’ kangaroo rat. 

But the suits are not expected to halt 
state and federal approval of the plan, 
which would end acontentious process

Lockheed Martin Corp., the giant 
aerospace firm, sued the agency on 
April 19 for $92 million in damages.

A portion of the area was included 
in the original conservation plan but 
was dropped in 1993. That means 
Lockheed must get federal permits if it 
wants to develop the land.

Considered one of the 20th 
Century’s most influential jurists, 
Brennan wrote 1,350 opinions be- 
fore retiring in 1990 because of poor 
health. 

His rulings led to the “one-per- 
son, one-vote” principle of political 
reapportionment and empowered ev- 
eryday citizens to use the courts to 
fight city hall. He also gave news 
organizations First Amendment pro- 
tections in libel lawsuits. 

But “we do not yet have justice for 
all who do not partake in the abun- 


- dance of American life,” Brennan 


said in Saturday’s speech. 

The death penalty “more than any 
other (area) besmirches the constitu- 
tional vision of human dignity,” he 
said. 

“Even the most vile murderer does 
not release the state from its constitu- 
tional obligation to respect human 
dignity, for the state does not honor 
the victim by emulating the murderer 
who took the victim’s life.” 

, Brennan predicted the Supreme 
Court one day “will outlaw the death 
penalty. Permanently. I hope I will 
live to celebrate the day, but I am 
eae confidant that the day will 
come.’ 

The Supreme Court banned the 
death penalty in 1972, but in'1976 
allowed states to reinstate it» About 
3,000 inmates are on death row na- 
tionwide. 

Brennan’s comments come just 
weeks after President Clinton signed 
into law unprecedented curbs on ap- 
peals by death-row inmates, includ- 
ing setting a one-year deadline for 
inmates to file certain types of fed- 
eral appeals. 

After Brennan, now-retired Jus- 
tice Harry Blackmun was the last 
justice in the nine-member court to 
oppose capital punishment in all cir- 
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cumstances.

Contrary to popular perception, 
women have been liberated through 
Islam, via the teachings set forth in 
the Koran, said noted lecturer and 
consultant Zakiyyah Muhammad, 
Thursday night, in Mendocino Hall. 

The Koran corrected the unjust stig-

matism towards women from Christian- 
ity, liberated man’s spirituality, and put 
fortha doctrine of equality with respectto 
the roles of men and women in society. 

““Womenareoppressing themselves,” 
said Muhammad, noting that the current 
disparity in the Feminist movementhasa 
lot to do with “women’s insistence on 
competing economically withmen, while 
neglecting their true roles as guardians 
and nurturers of civilization.” Muhammad 
vehemently backed her assertion that 
”women are equal to men, but we are not 
like men.” 

After discussing the role the Koran 
played in ordering justice for women, 
Muhammad proceeded to sum up the 
social history of women. In antiquity, 
women were thought of as Mother Na- 
ture-types, revered as mystical beings in 
a way. Soon, however, women started 
being viewed with distrust. The mystique 
surrounding childbirth and the natural 
intuition of women had a lot to do with 
this. 

According to Muhammad, Christian- 
ity brought a great amount of jealousy- 
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‘Women, equality and Islam 


fueled oppression when it was misinter- 
preted. She said the Council of Nicea 
convened in 325 A.D..,to discuss the in- 


clusionofthe“Trinitarianconcept, which | 


sought to reign in women who were 
getting to be too outspoken. As a result, 
“the sciences that women had devel- 
oped as cultivators of the home, i.e. 
herbology, observations of animal be- 
havior, were then perceived as deviant 
forms of sorcery,” Muhammad said. 
“Women were then subdued by both 
man’s physical and economic strength, 
culminating in increasing charges of 
heresy, that provided fuel for the in- 
famy of the Great Inquisitions of Eu- 
rope,” Muhammad continued. 

Muhammad proposed “‘the evolu- 
tion of consciousness, brought about 
by the teachings of the Koran, has 
served to liberate Western society as a 
whole.” 

Muhammad concluded the lecture 
with the traditional Muslim prayer 
baghrib, before fielding questions 
about the Islamic religion and the 
Muslim way of life.

Sacramento State came into the weekend 
with a chance to rain on Fresno State’s parade, 
who had an opportunity to jump into second in. 

But instead 
of showers, there was a Hornetscoring drought 
as CSUS managed to score just five runs while 
dropping all three games to the Bulldogs over 
the weekend. 

This weekend was the last homestand in 
WAC conference play for the Hornets, who are 
10-39 overall and 3-24 in WAC play. 

Sac State travels to Reno today to take on the 
Wolf Pack at 2:00 p.m. The last time these 
teams squared off, UN pounded out 11 runs on 
18 hits. The next, and final, home game for 
CSUS will be May 8 against UC Davis. 

Sacramento State entered Friday’s game 
with a 51 game scoring streak in WAC home 
games, but freshman FSU Jeff Weaver (10-5) 
tossed a three-hitter, snapping the impressive 
mark as the Bulldogs won 10-0. The last time 
the Hornets had been shut out at home was 79 
games ago on March 4, 1994 to Oregon State. 
Weaver’s shutout was the third thrown against 
CSUS this season, which had not happened 
since the 1991 campaign. 

Weaver was impressive, getting 19 ground 
ball outs.

Sac State began the game down one after Cal 
Poly scored a goal shortly after the opening 
whistle. At the end of the first quarter Cal Poly 
led Sac State 3-1. CSUS came back to score 
four goals in the second quarter and take a 5-3 
lead into halftime. 

Sac State dominated in the third and fourth 
quarters, scoring five goals to Cal Poly’s three. 

Midfielder Sheldon Blissett was named the 
MVP of the offense while goalie Max San Juan 
earned the defensive MVP. 

“I definitely believed he (Blissett) earned 
it,” team captain and midfielder Mike Ramsey 
said. “His defense was exceptional for a 
midfielder. It’s overall ability, not just offen- 
sive performance, which wins the MVP.” 

“It’s obvious that Blissett is the best offen- 
sive player out there,” Messersmith said. “He 
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not worried about [Weaver’s] arm, I worry 
about kids who don’t finish games,” reasoned 
Bennett about why he allowed Weaver to pitch 
so many innings. Bennett must know what he is

¢ San Diego Union-Tribune 
on recently rising gas prices 

In a single week this month, pump 
prices jumped 10 cents a gallon in 
California. This week, the price ofregu- 
lar unleaded gasoline soared to $1.58 at 
the Mobil station in North Park—pro- 
vided of course, that you pump it your- 
self. For a 20-gallon fillup, that works 
out to $31.60. 

Nor is this the peak of the spike in 
prices, oil industry analysts warn. The 
customary 10-cent surge that occurs 


- each year with the start of summer 


driving season still awaits us. 

Beyond the usual suspect of oil indus- 
try greed, there are multiple causes forthe 
steadily escalating cost of gasoline. 

The prime one is a jump in global 


_ crude oil prices prompted by tight sup- 


plies. Crude stocks are tight because 
producers have theirinventoriestodrop 
in anticipation of lower prices when

Iraq is allowed to resume limited oil 
sales on the international market. 

Also putting upward pressure on 
fuel prices in California are new state 
air pollution regulations that require all 
service stations to sell reformulated by 
June 1. The cleaner-burning gas will 
reducesmog dramatically—the equiva- 
lent of removing 3.5 million vehicles 
from California's highways. Butitalso 
will cost five to 15 cents more per 
gallon. 

Consumers are not powerless in the 
face of galloping pump prices. Greater 
conservation efforts by motorists would 
dampen demand, which would help 
counter rising prices. So, if you really 
want to get even with the oil industry 
titans, put the gas guzzler in the garage 
and try car-pooling, riding a bike or 
taking the trolley to work. 


¢ The Sacramento Bee: Re- 
publicans Plan Miracle, Tax 
Cut With School Funds Stable 

Assembly Republicans, eager to pass 
ataxcutbutworried that they Ibecharged 
by Democrats with another hit onthe 
state’s public schools, have promised 
Califomia a miracle: They ’Ilreduce state 
taxes by 15 percent but not take a nickel 
from schools. Anybody who believes 
that will believe almost anything. 

Next year the tax cut would take 
$550 million out of the state budget; by 
1999, the figure would be $4.6 billion. 
Some of that could come from cuts in 
welfare, but with the cost of prisons 
rising steeply, where will the rest of the 
money come from? The most likely 






“answer. is from. the state’s four, year 


colleges and universities sand, vulti- 
mately, therefore, in the form of still 
higher student fees. So far, the Repub- 
licans haven’t specified where they’d 
get the money. That’s yet to come. 

The fact is that the schools, which 
get $1,000 a year less per child than the 
national average—Califoria is now 
around 40th in the nation. in school 
spending—need more support, not just 
maintenance at the state’s pathetically 
inadequate status quo, much less the 
almostcertain reduction of support that 
a tax cut would produce. Just the other 
day, Gov. Pete Wilson, blaming the 
feds for their failure to. come through 
with other support, told the Los Ange- 
les Times that he would have to cut 
another $1.6 billion from the budget he 
proposed in January. That’s despite the 
improvement in the state’s economy. 

“Allof these pipe dreams that keep 
hearing about people spending a non- 
existentsurplus,” Wilson said. “They'd 
better awaken to reality. The reality is 
very much the contrary.” 

But one of the biggest pipe dreams 
is that very same tax cut, which Wilson 
has been pushing for more than a year. 

Chances are that the proposed tax 
cut, which would reduce the average 
family’s tax bill by about $2 a week, 
willnever pass the Senate, whichis still 
controlled by Democrats. But that prob- 
ably was never its real purpose any- 
way: The purpose was to generate an 


- issue for the forthcoming elections to 


prove that the state’s Democrats still 
haven’t changed their incorrigible big- 
spending ways. 

Yetuntil Republicans produce num- 
bers, free of smoke and mirrors,, to 
show how they would protect school 
spending, or better yet, raise it to ad- 
equate levels, without decimating 


higher education (or prisons, or sup- . 


port for counties), they’ve done noth- 
ing but offer up yet another gimmick. 
Thestate’s schools, with their crowded 
classrooms and lagging elementary 
reading and math performance, badly 
need the kind of attention that thought-
